Its Prikoiples Expounded. 

New York, Sept, 20.— Nearly 5,000 
people crowded iii'io Cooper Hall to- 
night to hoar the jjrominent Socialist 
leaders, Dr. Aveling, Mrs. Avelingand 
Herr Liebknecht, who were toex'pound 
thoir doctrines for the first time in this 
country. Sixty police were in tbe hall 
to maintain order. Herr Liebknecht, 
of the German Reichstag and a Ger- 
man Sociali.-it leader, was the first 
speaker. He spoke for ovi-r an hour, 
i;iving in tletail his theories. He repu- 
diated all anarchist sentiments, but bo 
added that he bad carefully followed 
the trial of the Chicago AnardbistB and 
was convinced that they were innocent 
of the crimes charged to them He as- 
serted that the condemned men neither 
threw the bombs nor incited the riots; 
that they siiould have a new trial, and 
he for one would work to create a pub- 
lic sentifaieht which should compel it 
to be granted.

The "geiitltiiiKui uf ihe 86vent«enth 
century" who haa yiuiiud control of the 
editorial oolumna of our ostimable morn- 
ing contemporary now profosaos that ho 
haa no objuction to tho electric light — the 
cause of his diagruutlomont lying in tho 
cost of production. Will our e. c. per- 
mit U8 ti) aay that we now stand upon 
coniuion ground. It took a long time to 
Kot him on tho right path, but he ia there 
uU the aaino, and there wu hope ho will 
remain to listoti to what wo have to aay to 
him. Tht CoUniisl has no objection to 
electricity aa an illuminator; but it doea 
object to the coat of production. The 
object of (Joun. Lipaett in mortng for a 
committee was to asoertain 'whether the 
expense could not be materially reduced. 
Tho oommittoo'a reaearchea have all been 
directed to llu! cuurae of the diQiculty, 
with tlie object of providing remedial 
meaaurea. What ether course was open 
to the council, aa prudent men, than to 
oonaent to the investigation 1 And who 
but a person guilty of corrupt praoticea 
in connection with the light would have 
objoctud to the imiuiry ( It ia pleiiaant to 
know Hint 110 objection was advanced, 
and tho resolution iippoiiitini; tlie com- 
mittee waa unanimiiualy puaaed. So far 
aa the general public iiro concerned there 
aeema to be a dispoaition to await the re- 
sult of the inquiry before asaailing the 
mayor and councillors. But not bo with 
(iur est(!em(id cunt i-mporary. Ho began 
M'itli a cuiirai! iittfu;ic on the aecrut:iry of 
tho coiiiiuitteo wliicli, when shown to 
be false, he had not the grace to 
withdraw. Ho followed u|) this 
attack by a charge of corruption 
against Uoiiii. lluiuber and tried to prove 
it by holding the preaent mayor and 
council up to public odium because they 
were coiupollod to complete tho work on 
tho linen Uid down by their predeceaaors. 
The assertion of our ooutemporary that 
Mayor Fell and his oouncil are trying to 
escape responaibility is as untrue aa any 
of the many assoitionB that have proceed- 
ed from the same source. There has 
been neitliur suppression nor evasion. The 
proceudiiigrt of llio committee have boon 
open to the public; every available source 
has been ranaacked for information ; 
BoientiGo and practical men have been in- 
vited to testify and tho committee hope, 
within tho next few diiya, to be In a poai- 
tion to report intelligeiitly upon the whole 
subject. A fueling of i3ro))riety would 
have inspired mos'- writers to await the 
verdict of thejruy before attacking the 
jnrora or attempting to shape their ver- 
dict.

In hi:i evidence before thu 
comin.ttcu the uiiginoer Htatcd that tho 
conaumptior. wus three tons of nut coal 
at t'.')

^'2 75 per ton. Wood had been tried, 
but aa it was found to increase tho cou- 
sumption~o{ fuel without increasing the 
amount of steam generated it waa thought 
unadviaable to continue its use.

The 
features of the phonoinuiia and of tho 
atmosplierio conditioii.s wore aomi.Ahat 
peculiar. Tlio weather on Sunday and 
iMondiiy nights was warm and sultry. 
Aftor 10 o'clock the wind seemed I) have 
died out entirely. On Monday night tho 
indications of a change in the weather 
wero apparent. Frecpient ilaahos of 
lightning wore seen in tlio north and oc- 
casional rolls of thunder were heard. 
Tho sky over Charleston waa clear and 
the moon shone brightly. .Shortly after 
midnight, the wind came rather briskly 
from the eaat and clouds began to gather 
in the aky. JEt waa 5:15 when the shock 
arrived. Thi.s waa about the severest that 
has been felt in CharloMon for over two 
weeks. Other vibrations that many peo- 
ple alleged tlioy have felt wore child's play 
compared with the shock of this morning. 
The houses were very perceptibly shaken 
and in many places the |ilaaterii)g was 
thrown down. The shock is variously es- 
timated as having lasted from three to 
ten seconds. 

A man who waa on iho street on tho 
way to his place of business, states that 
the earth moved violently and the sound 
waa like the explosion of a thousand 
pounda of dynamite under the ground. 
The worat feature of the ahock waa the 
additional injury to the medical college, 
of which a Urge part of the wall fell in. 
It is now a gaping ruin that apparently 
muat come down to the basement. 

Shocks to-day are also reported from 
Summerville, Sumpter, Blaokville, Or- 
angebury, Newbury, Augusta and Savan- 
nah,

Tunneling, as a rule, has cauaod disaster 
ond ruin to many a proiuiaing mining ven- 
ture, and should only be resorted to when 
a mine haa been proved to hi* valuable by 
shafts and drifts on the veins, and then 
only after a careful calculation aa to the 
dilt'ereuce in cost aa betwiaen boiating and 
pumping, and the cost of making the tun- 
nel, always bearing in mind that when 
machinory of Bufliciont power toainkdoep 
enough to justify a tunnel is once in place 
that the same machinery may have to 
come m play again when the ore above 
the bottom adit ia worked out, and the 
difference of continuing the hoist above 
tho tunnel and to the surface will be ao 
small, that, in rare cases only, is the tun- 
nel a bonetit. I allude to deep, and not 
to prospecting tunnels. 

'There are cases where tunnelling would 
be proper, notably, on tho Island moun- 
tain minea; after they have been fully 
proven. 

Inatances can bo cited where milliona 
have been aquandored on tho everlaatin[» 
tunnel busineaa. 

I will cite the Silver mountain tunnels 
iVlturas county, California, run in to tap 
iuppoxed rich mines at a great depth; 
j wtien a few thousand dollars and a good 
! horse-whim and work immediately on the 
vein would have proven tho ground. 
Corning nearer home I may refer to the 
liurns' mountain tunnel, tho St. Laurent 
ac^d American tunnola. Not one of these 
was started to tap a body of ore known to 
exist. Had the St. Laurent and Amori- 
oan tunnola reached and tapped tho vein 
111 a pinched or oarren point Mr. li. U. 
llar[ier'H statemunt that the vein was a 
eoiUiiiuous and good one, would have 
been uiijui:tly contlemned, for, it iafairio 
preaume that drifts would not have been 
driven on the vein one foot in hopes of 
finding a pay-chnto, and the owners 
would have, perhaps, abandoned the pro- 
perty. To say thoy wore aurfaco prospect 
tunnels is absurd, aa a small engine could 
bi> purchased and a much greater depth 
reached for far leas money than tho tun- 
nels could bo run; with the plant in place 
for deeper developing. 

Let the prospector endeavor to find a 
pay-chute and sink on it, lun'or leaving 
the vein; if ho can 6nd no pay-chute on 
his vein, select a place, sink ae deop as 
possible and drift on the vein hoping to 
find one. 

All work done on the vein is useful; all 
work done outride of tbe vein has, even- 
tually, to bo paid for with oaah or out of 
the vein when reached. ' 

SnLL SITBS. 

Great care and forethought ahould bo 
exorcised in the aelootion of mill sites, 
alwaya aiming to have the mill below the 
lowoat contemplated opening of tho mine, 
then making allowance for on ore-houao 
with capacity of from 500 to 1000 tons uf 
ore, as, in case of aooident to mine- 
machinery or mine the mill will be well 
supplied with ore; then belcw that and 
tho ore crusher ahould bo bins with capa- 
city of at least several hundred tons of 
ore BO as to give ample time to repair any 
accident to the ore-crusher. 

Uelow the ore bins come the self-feed- 
erii, one of the most uaef al adjunots of the 
mill, below them and in front of the bat- 
tery come the plates and sluices, and laat 
of all come tho concentrators for the sav- 
ing of the rich sulphurota and amalgam 
that may escape from the plates; so that 
it is not hard to calculate the fall neces- 
sary to select a good mill site in this coun- 
try. 

A8.SAY OmOB. , 

An assay ofHco is an abaolute necesiity 
in a mining country and more especially 
in this district. 

No miner, however skillful can toll 
what his ore is worth per ton by looking 
at the Bulphurels, and ho will be greatly 
guided by his ass lys. Also, ia oaao 
cliloriiKUion v.'orks are erected, the pur- 
ehiiHi.'r and seller of aulpburet] would both 
tvish to have samples assayed. 

I would recommend that an aaaayer be 
appointed to olficiate in your very well 
arranged asaay office. ' 

8UBVEY0R. 

One of the most necessary and useful 
men in a mining di.s'rict ia a surveyor; 
one ap[)ointi J by the g(jverninont, and If 
an adsiataiit is required, whioh will un- 
doubtedly bo the case, he should be ap- 
pointed by and under the gOTiarnment ap- 
pointee. Without a surveyor no miner 
is sure that ha is not developing his 
neighbor's instead of hia own mine. The 
surveyor eaves eiidleaa and costly litiga- 
tion. 

It ia true, aa a rule, we did our own 
surveying in Nevada with shotguns, but 
it causes an unpleasant feeling in a min- 
ing camp. 

.Vftor the |)roHpeclor has done his jjre- 
iiiitry I liiuinary work, and is .iroparing to do per- 
iiiiaoe I m ineut work, ho mii.-it have a surveyor. 
Si.'c- ' When the manager for a company has 
opened hia mine ho wiahea to have an 
ollice map, or working map, of hia own, to 
whioh he can add his monthly work; and 
also hia company will wiwh one at 
headquartora to which they can adil tho 
work as it progrease.i, The veins, so far 
as known, .'iliiiuld he riiii out, and a large 
map of the tlibtrict should he kept in 
your otlioe, and its fellow in Victoria, 

I cannot too strongly urge the appoint- 
ment of a government surveyor. Ho 
would draw a salary and reasonable ratoa 
be allowed him for work done for indi- 
viduals or companies. In time 1 think 
the office as well as the assay offioe woiiltl 
I boself -sustaiaing.

Tho eflbrt made to inaugurate (piartz 
mining in 1878 waa certainly laudable, 
and justified by so many large and gold- 
bearing ([uartz veins expi sad, and while 
a iiinro competent raining engineer could 
perhaps have been choaori, yet, I am 
ploaiied to aay that Mr. II. IJ. Harper 
told you many plain truths in reference 
to your veins, and notwithstanding that 
it is poaaible he lacked experience aa a 
manager he would eventually have pilot 
ed you to aucooaa, Hoing a mining com- 
munity his nii»nianagemi)iit in roferenoo 
to tunnels, mill sites, itc, would easily 
have boon remedied and I caiini t poBsi- 
bly underatand why the (juartz mining 
industry was ao auddenly dropped bo- 
oauae another man employed by privat.^ 
parties condemned Harper and disdained 
ills stalomenta. That puraoii waa former- 
ly connected with C. A. Luokhardt, a 
very oniinent asBayer in San Francisco, 
and it ia fair to pruaume, waa a good me- 
tallurgist, and, in fact, he ia at present 
conducting an extunsive assay otlloa in 
New "i urk. I cannot understand why he 
attempted, and continued to mill largo 
quontities of or.i hy free-milling process 
when he undoubtedly knew that it was 
impossible to save the gold by such pro- 
cess, Nor oau I uaderOand why he 



erected a cupola furnace prerioua to' bis 
free-milling attempt. 

Tn examining the furnaoQ, I find that 
he roasted the ore III bulk, or broken to 
the size of nut coal. 

All he could do, at beat, would be to 
desulphurize tho outside of each piece; 
but suppose he had oruahsd it, aa ho 
sh^1ii]d vaodf^d^ ore.

A. Luokhardt, Esq., 
Nevada JI etallurgical Works, San Francis- 
co, now in the hands of Mr. .fosoph Mason, 
BarkerviUo, showing that after having 
worked Hiimple.s of tho ore sout from this 
district, he coincides with niy atatement aa 
to Uie proper method of working your ores:

She accepted, and the first piece 
ahe ever sang in public was "Casta Diva" 
and a aoleciion from Auber's "Crown 
Diamoiula." ilur auccesa waa so great 
that when her family returned to New 
Yurk ahe waa placed under SignorErrani, 
to begin her operatic educution. She 
made rapid progrusn, and after sovorcl 
operatic easaya at M. Lounard .lerome'a 
private theatre, alio made her moat buc- 
cesifnl debut in Italian opera ai the New 
York Academy of Music. Kho sang 
Amina ia "Sounaiubula," and from that 
evening she beoama one of the must popu- 
lar arttht? of her native country. She af- 
terworda went to L indon, where ahe ap- 
peared with great Biicce.'iij at lior iNIaji^s- 
ty'a theatre in Italian opera, choosing 
aaain Amina in "Sonnambula" for her 
debut, which part, together with Luciu, 
she afterwards aang with great sucoaaa at 
the Italian opera iu Paris, ^he then de- 
dicated some time to travel and studies in 
Italy and France, Her fame has in tho 
meantinio spread r:\piiily all over ICurnpu.

Jupiter Bud ITiaiA. 

Doubtless a number of porhons here 
Lave for some time been watohing the 
approach of Mars and Jupiter — tbe 
small liery planet toward the largest 
one uf thoHolir system. They are iioiv 
about their nearest, and iMnrs will 
move ou and leave the "giant" in the 
we8t--and seeujingfto oiovo westward 
on account of the sun's apparent mo- 
tion east. It will be set with the sun 
on the UUli of October, Tbe diniuetcr 
of .Jupiter is twenty tirues that of 
Mars; tin-) latttir being },.'i()0 niilcp. 
There Koeiua evidenco that i\Iui'n is nnr- 
rounded with nn utnio:->pher<» similar to 
our own, but [irobably more denae and 
of a deeper hue, causing its red and 
tiory appearance. When viewed 
through a good-sized telescopB, in day- 
time, Mara looks like a cjold ilollir 
hung up in the tjlcj', J3ut .lujiitcr liun 
moru tb(3 appeiiranuo of ii liirni.shed, 
worn-out ailvor dollar. It may uol. l)o 
inferred tbat ihegiurit appears twenty 
times larger than tlie dwarf because 
the latter is nearly five times nearer 
than Jupiter, and Jupiter in five times 
as far from the earth as tbe nun in. Be 
sides an atmoBpliern on Mars, 1 irge 
telescopea buvti hIiowu nuu king.s which 
are thought to bo oeeaiiH, coniiiient.i, 
etc. Mar's day ia about half an hour 
longer than ours, but its year is nearly 
twice as long as ourn, with aliout the 
same kind of souhuiih. Wo think M.ir.s 
and Veini,4 more liki ly to bo iiihiihiteil 
than any other [liaiict. 

.Jupiter, throus!li tbe tel('seci|)e, looks 
about the sixe of the full monn to llie 
naked eye. I'ho two beltn are easily 
Hcen at night, and tbe four mooDS are 
like very bright stars all in a row, rang- 
ing with the biltp, but with the high- 
est powora they nhow (I'mkn and apjiear 
like littln tnoons, The jdiyHioial feiit,- 
urcs of ,Tupit(?r hcimu very dillereiit 
trom those of Mara. What tho belts 
are we hardly - know-~whether they be 
ridges or bands of cloud thrown into 
parallel lines by the exceeding rapid 
motion of tlie planet on itH axiH, 
making its day only ten liouru long, 
or whether the}- be opening!, or rifiH 
between mosisea of cloudy niatier cov 
eriug the .plauet, seema uncen u in. Tiio 
two bells ari* uearly |it;rnKi.ii>'ht, 
though one of them beo.oinou dim ut 
times. One or two other beltn are oe- 
oasionally Been, and white and dark 
spots are frequently nioro or con- 
spicuous. Many jierHonii will recollect 
the great rod spot on Jupiter wb.irli at- 
tracted 80 niuub iiotico bi.x or neveii 
years ago, An idea now prevaiU to 
Homo extent that Jupiter is still very 
hot, not IihvId^ yet attained the liabit

Two NcwpoiiNDi,AND Women Peruh 

NIIMABLV IN THE kWOOliO 

Halifax, Nova Scotia, Sept 14, — 
Mail advices from St. John's New- 
foundland, give particulars of a sad 
affair that happened near tli^t place. 
Four women and a girl — Mrs Uosn 
and her daui^hter, Mrs Olark, Mrs. 
Bright, and Mrs. Cole, left "Victoria 
village and went to the VfOod.B_ berry- 
picking. It 8eein8''tLat towarda even- 

• ing, the weather became atoriny. The 
'women, unfortunately, missed their 

• way and wandered far into tlio wooda. 
There they kiudlod a Bro and staid all 

. night. The next morning they left and 
got out into the open harren.s, where 
they kindled another Are. They then 
traveled onward again, not knowing in 
what direction they were tendinf;. Af- 
ter a time one of thfl women, Mrs. 
Eose, became weak, She gave out and 
lav down. Her companions staid a 
while with her and then made their 
'vay onward. Then another woman, 
XMra. Clark, also gave out and lay 
down, completely exhausted from faii 
gue, hunger and exposure. The rcBt of 
the party remained with her until 
Hhe expired. The party then made 
their way oat to W(!steru Jiay, where 
thoy arrived the following afternoon, 
Search was made later for Mra Rose, 
who was found dead. 

The Twins «»f JUocuna. 

John and Jacob Tocci, the twins of 
Locana, who have been shown in al- 
most every city of Europe as the sue- 

• ceasor.s of the famouH Siauie.se twins, 
are dying in Vienuu, Their mother ia 
a strong, healthy country woman. The 
boys resemble each other exactly. Iiave 
pretty, delicate features, ,and are now 
in their 1 0th year, John and Jacob 
are separate as far as the sixth rib, and 
have one abdomen and one pair of legs 
betwciMi them. Jacol) inovea the right 
leg .lohu the left, Tiie twins cannot 
walk, and keep their balance by lacing 
their arms around each.. Other's uecL 
Jacob eats often and heartily, and is 
the healthier of the two, and to all ap 
pearance it is he who keeps his brother 
alive. Two days ago the twins quarrel- 
ed over a tov, and <J olm grow no ex- 
cited that hiH heart-lilood suddenly 
ceased to flow, and he changed into a 
condition of complete lethargy, from 
which he had not awoko on the follow 
ing morning. The boy suffered from 
the same complaint a year ago in Ber 
lin, and- Prof. Virohow then declared 
that a recurrence of the lethargy 
would put an end to the twins life. 

A number of Vienna physicians are 
observing the. malady, bat they enter- 
tain little hope of John's life, and if 
John dies, Jacob must follow him to 
the grave. The twins, as thoy lie in 
their bed, otler a olrange contrnist, 
Jacob with feverish eyes and a red face 
seems to harbor all the blood that baa 
retreated from John's lifeless body. 
The conscious boy cries incesBantly, 
because be has often heard Professor 
Virohow's remark repeated, and knows 
that his brother's death is but the har 
binger of his own. The poor creatures 
are meeting with the same fato that 
Bome tiiiM' Hiio put an end^to the life 
of the Siamese twins, the second of 
whom died of poisoned blood vessels, 
after having spent six terrible boars 
with the corpse of his brother. The 
advisability of an operation separating 
the living from the dead brother was 
^isoussed at the time, V)ut before a 
resolution could he taken, death had 
done its work. The twins of liOcaaa, 
who for thu last eight years, have trav- 
eled in all the World's shows, were to 
have left tomorrow for New York, 
where Barnum ih sfiid to liave cutiaged 
them for a j'ear at a sulary of ,'50,000 
francs. In the event of their, d^anh, 
the parents have sold their body to a 
London anatomical museum for the
